ANATOMICAL ENQUIRY on the Subfiance of 
the Brain and the Nerves, their Vivification, 
Diforders, and particularly the Gutta Serena. 

By DOCTOR DEGRAVERS. 
HE Nerves, according to Monfieur Sabatier, 
author of the beft treatife on Amatomy at 
prefent, are ‘white chords arifing from the Medulla 

Obloigeta, and the vertebral nerves, which go to e- 

very part of the body. Their colour is greyith and 

fomewhat reddith, on account of a great dumber of 
blood veifels which pénetrate into them. The nerves 
are ‘neither elaftics nor irritables ; their external 

‘coats are nog equally chick, being extremely thin at 
different patts, and abfolutely wanting over thofé 4 

} Which pide through foramens, aod protetted of fup- 
ported .o of bones. Ass to the other defcrip- 
tions asd ideas which M. Sabatier feems to adopt 
with regatd to the nerves, 1 differ from him. 

The nervous fibres are not hollow; therefore 
they cannot contain a fpirituous liquid or fluid com- 
monly called aximal /pirit. Through which fuppo- 
fition, he pretends, with Haller, Zinn, and others, to 
explain the. principal fun€tions, ‘actions, and pheeno- 
menons of the nervous fyftem. 

My idea is, that the brain is made up of foft, but 
compact fibres, penetiated and ramificated by an in- 
finite number of blood veffels which arife from the 
hearte That the nerves are fo likewife; and that 
their nature .is to tranfmit their fenfations to the 
brainy, the grand focus of fenfe, in the fame manner 
as: c@ndedors tranfmit the electrical fluid; that 
whenheir veffels are deprived of blood, or too full 
of it} they either diminifh or augment in fenfibility; 
and when obitructed or taptured, they produce 
pain. By this phyfiological fyftem, all fymptoms of 
the nervous diforders are rationally explained and 
underftood. 

The following injeftions and diffections will be 
proofs of'it, Hang a fheep by the neck; cut it 
down before it is apparently dead; fevere the head 
from the body, and put it into warm wate? ; inject 
the carotid arteries with a warm injection made of 
white fofin finely powdered, and a fufficient quantity 
of Pruffian blue,‘ likewife finely powderéd, to give 
it a deep colour, pour a fufficient quantity of {pirit 
of wine, fo as to render the injection middling foft 
when cold ; warm it again, and inje& when you fup- 
pofe the blood entirely abforbed, but injes while 
the head isin the warm water, and afterwards take 
it out, af&put it in a cold place before you diffea 
the nerves. 

By repeated injections of that fort, you will dif- 
cover the infertion of the arteria ‘centralis of the 
optic nerve, to be at about ao inch from the pofteri-

‘the middle, and two branches arifing from it, which 
ramificate over the retiza. You will alfo fee, that 
feveral other {mallér arteries have their infertion in- 
to the optic nerve for an inch Jong or more, from

A PROCLAMATION. 


WHEREAS information has been given to the 
-Su Executive of this Commonwealth, that on 
“"Tuefday lait,the 2gth of Auguft, being the day ap- 
pointed by law for the fitting of the Court of Com- 

gon’ Pleas and Court of General Seffions of the 
Peace at Northampton, in the county of Flampbhire, 


within this Commonwealth, a large concourfe of | 


people, from feveral parts of that county, affembled 
at the Court-houfe m Northampton, many of whom 
were armed with guns, fwords, and other deadly 
‘weapons, and with drums beating and fifes playing, 
in contempt and open defiance of the authority of 
this government, did, by their threats of violence, 
and keeping poffeffion of the Court-houfe until twelve 
o’clotk on the night of the fanie day, prevent the 
fitting of the Court, andthe orderly adminiftration 
of juftice in that county. «| 

- And whereas this high-handed offence is fraught 
with the mo‘t fatal and pernicious confequences, 
mutt tend to fubvert all law and government, to dif- 
Folve ‘ovr excellent conftitution, and introduce riot, 
anarchy, and -confufion, which would probably ter- 
minate in abfolute defpotifm, and confequently de- 
ftroy the faireft profpects of political happinefs that 
any people was ever favoured with, and which this 
people will realfze, if they do not fuffer themfelves 
to be mifguided tsy the machinations of internal real 
enemies, who treacheroufly afflume the character of 
their beft and moft zealous friends. 

I have, therefore, thought fit, by and -with the 
advice’of the Council, to iffue this proclamation, 
calling upon all Judges, Jultices, Sheriffs, Grand 
sabi Conftables, and other officers, civil and mi-

Sapprefs all fuch violent ard riotous proceedings, if 
they fhould be attempted in their feveral counties.
